| Besides the unsatisfactory state of our land 
frontier, to which. we can only point in the 
hope of amelioration at the lands ol the native” 
authorities, we have the river Huangpu and 
the Seochow Creek, which: are nominally 
po'iced by th?

“ nominally, ” for, hawever zealous that police 
may be, it is. absolutely impossible that with 
the present s‘aff of -fiteen-men the waters 
of the porl extending over several miles. of 
river ard five’ miles ofthe crowded Soochow 
Creek ‘tan be effectuatly policed.

abvious that, if they, do, they can have very 
litle time f.r ord nary police duties. They also 
actas a prevent ve service to stop the smugg!- 
ing of salt. : 

We haves so far as is possible without 
evidence from, outside, inquired | into the ‘sug: 
gestions of conuption which have from time to 
lime been made, Against the: European and 
Indian brarches we find no ground for the 
charge, if it has even been made, add we’ bave 
no evidence of corruption in’ the case of any. 
individual. fa the Chinese brinch it seems to 
be admitted that there is ¢ rruptson. 

As a temedy for ths we-make: the 
‘following suggestion: that a letter-box 
should be provided at some, conspicuous place, 
in which may be placed written: complain:s of | 
the conduct of the Police; leiters depasited 
there must. be opened and read by a superior’ 
Evropean official of the Councit and commu- 
nicated. to the Cap: ais-Superintendent, -This 
must be notified by proclamation which should 
contain a warnivg that anonymous commun! cae 
‘tion will be” disregarded. By this means, 
which can easily be understood by the Chinese, 
complaints will have a chance ‘of coming to 
the ears of the authoritie..’ The adopticn alsa 
ofa plan which prevails inthe French Settle-" 
ment ought to prove beneficial viz, that onthe 
tax receipts issued to Chinese there should be 
astatement in that Janguage that payment of | 
that tax is all that can be demanded: hy any 
Municipal officer, 

Memb.rs of the Force have brdaghk before 
us several comp'aints acd suggestions with 
which we wish to deal.

must state that the complaints were made in: a 
perfectly Proper manrier.

THE COMPOSITION ( F THE FORCE. 

‘The principle on which the Tolice.Force of 
the International Setilenient is organ zed, ap- 
pears.to us sound. It isthat the bulk of street 
work is done by ‘Indians and Chinese; their 
work being supervised and checked by Eu;. 
ropean constables and sergeants; the latter 
pat olling and the former walking ‘beals so ir- 
ranged as to ‘control the Indian ard Chinese 
beats, The responsible work i is in the haads- 
of Europrans. ‘ 

For csdinary police duties supervision i. 
necessary, and. it. is not desirable that: the 
number of Sikhs in the Force should be too 
preponderating; we recommend that the In- 
dian branch of the Foice sheuld for the pre- 
sent consist of 4:0 ta $20 and the European 


branch 725 (9 7¢0- sergeants. and constablos, and 
that ag any fotu¥e i increase becomes necessary 
this propostion should be maintained, 

Though che is useful for traffic regulation; 
when properly supervised, and other soad work,- 
there are duties for which the Sikh policeman 
is‘of litle 00d. “ He is no detective, and he is 
not fitted to walk the many narrow alleys and 
cours in the native quarter whith must ‘be 
policed. There are other b:ats also which can 

well walked by Chirese as by Sikh: con: 
stables, The Chinese are considerably less 
costly, and on'consideration we are of opinion 
that joo Chinese nay be employed without,
